ARSENIC 
Ebsxin ae SD cuth 


Since many of the garden insecticides and hertlicides sold today contain 
arsenic the concerned farmer or homeowner wants to know what the 
effects are on the living earth and its creatures. 

Arsenic is a highly toxic mineral occurring widely in association with 
the ores of various metals, and in very small amounts in volcanoes, in the 
sea, and in spring water, Its relations to man are varied and historic. Since 
many of its compounds are tasteless, it has been a favorite agent of 
homicide from long before the time of the Borgias to the present. Arsenic 
was the first recognized elementary carcinogen (or cancer-causing 
substance), identified in chimney soot and linked to cancer nearly two 
centuries ago by an English physician. Epidemics of chronic arsenical 
poisoning involving whole populations over long periods are on record. 
‘Arsenic-contaminated environments have also caused sickness and death 
among horses, cows, goats, pigs, deer, fishes, and bees; despite this record 
arsenical sprays and dusts are widely used. In the arsenic-sprayed cotton 
country of southern United States beekeeping as an industry has nearly 
died out. Farmers using arsenic dusts over long periods have been afflicted 
with chronic arsenic poisoning; livestock have been poisned by crop sprays 
or week killers containing arsenic. Driffting arsenic dusts from blueberry 
lands have spread over neighboring farms, contaminating streams, fatally 
poisoning bees and cows, and causing human illness. “Tt is scarcely 
possible...to handle arsenicals with more utter disregard of the general 
health than that which has been practiced in our country in recent years,” 
said Dr. W.C. Hueper, of the National Cancer Institute, an authority on 
environmental cancer. “Anyone who has watched the dusters and sprayers 
of arsenical insecticides at work must have been impressed by the almost 
supreme carelessness with which the poisonous substances are dispensed. 


ELIXIR OF CHLORINATED HYDROCARBON, 
NAMELY, DDT 


Most insecticides today fall into 2 groups, organic phosphorus 
(malathion, parathion, etc.) and the chlorinated hydrocarbons - D.D.T. 

DDT (short for dichloro-diphenyl-trichloro-ethane) was first synthesized 
by a German chemist in 1874, but its properties as an insecticide were not 
discovered until 1939. Almost immediately DDT was hailed’as a means of 
stamping out insectborne disease and winning the farmers’ war against crop 
destroyers overnight. The discoverer, Paul Muller of Switzerland, won the 
Nobel Prize. j 

DDT is now so universally used that in most minds the product takes on 
the harmless aspect of the familiar. Perhaps the myth of the harmlessness 
of DDT rests on the fact that one of its first uses was the wartime dusting 
of many thousands of soldiers, refugees, and prisioners, to combat lice. It is 
widely believed that since so many people came into extremely intimate 
contact with DDT and suffered no immediate ill effects the chemical must 
certainly be innocent of harm. This understandable misconception arises 
from the fact that—unlike other chlorinated hydrocarbons—DDT in 
powder form is not readily absorbed through the skin. Dissolved in oil, as it 
usually is, DDT is definitely toxic. If swallowed, it is absorbed slowly 
through the digestive tract; it may also be absorbed through the lungs. 
Once it has entered the body it is stored largely in organs rich in fatty 
substances (because DDT itself is fat-soluble) such as the adrenals, testes, 
or thyroid. Relatively large amounts are deposited in the liver, kidneys, and 
the fat of the large, protective mesenteries that enfold the intestines, 

This storage of DDT begins with the smallest conceivalbe intake of the 
chemical (which is present as residues on most foodstuffs) and continues 
until quite high levels are reached. The fatty storage depots act as 
biological magnifiers, so that an intake of as little as 1/10 of 1 part per 
million in the diet results in storage of about 10 to 15 parts per million, an 
increase of one hundredfold or more. These terms of reference, so 
commonplace to the chemist or the pharmacologist, are unfamiliar to most 
of us, One part in a million sounds like a very small amount — and so it is, 
But such substances are so potent tha a minute quantity can bring about 
vast changes in the body. In animal experiments, 3 parts per million has 
been found to inhibit an essential enzyme in heart muscle; only 5 parts per 
million has brought about necrosis or disintegration of liver cells; only 2.5 
parts per million of the closely related chemicals dieldrin and chlordane did 
the same. 

This is really not surprising. In the normal chemistry of the human body 
there is just such a disparity between cause and effect. For example, a 
quantity of iodine as small as two ten-thousandths of a gram spells the 
difference between health and disease. Because these small amounts of 
pesticides are cumulatively stored and only slowly excreted, the threat of 
chronic poisoning and degenerative changes of the liver and other organs is 
very real.

Mental Retardation 

Jimmy weighed nine pounds 
at birth and seemed-completely 
healthy. But his parents became 
uneasy when he developed un- 
usually slowly. A doctor’s care- 
ful examination confirmed their 
fears: Jimmy was incurably 
mentally retarded. 

With their doctor’s help, 
Jimmy’s parents thought about 
Tealistic goals for him. Since 
he could not become “normal” 
like other children, they helped 
him find a way of life appropri- 
ate to his individual abilities 
and needs. 

Each year more than 126,000 
families in our country face 
the tragedy of a mentally de- 
fective baby. Most of the causes 
do their damage before, during, 
or soon after birth—the so- 
called perinatal period. How- 
ever, at any age a head injury, 
brain inflammation, contagious 
disease, or brain tumor can re- 
tard a person. Also, limitations 
in a child’s environment can 
retard him. Increased research 
fortunately has brought pre- 
ventives or treatments for sev- 
eral types of mental retarda- 
tion. 

Through research at many 
institutions, more biological 
causes of retardation are being 
identified each year. For ex- 
ample, kernicterus may result 
from Rh-factor incompatibili- 
ties in the parents’ blood. It 
can now often be prevented by 
treatment of the baby before 
or at birth. A specially pre- 
pared gamma globulin which 
contains corcentration of Rh- 
antibodies was licensed this 
year for commercial use. Ail 
Rh-negative mothers not pre- 
viously sensitized to Rh-positive 
blood should receive an injec- 
tion within 72 hours after each 
birth of an Rh-positive baby, 
or Rh-positive miscarriage. 

Metabolic (body chemistry) 
malfunctions also can cause 
mental retardation. Phenylke- 
tonuria (PKU) results from 
an inborn lack of an important 
enzyme. Without it, the body 
cannot use phenylalanine, a by- 
product of digestion, and con- 
vulsions and severe retardation 
may result. 

Several institutes of the 
National Institutes of Health 
are involvéd in a broad effort 
to combat mental retardation. 
As part of this program, the 
National Institute of Neurologi- 
cal Diseases and Blindness 
(NINDB) focuses its research 
on serious diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, of which 
mental retardation may be a 
symptom.

Magazines are sold in many 
fraudulent ways. Last week I dis- 
cussed the ‘‘boiler-room’’ operations 
wherein telephone solicitors offer 
prized of ‘‘free’’ magazines---prizes 
which end up costing a great deal of 
money, But there are also varieties of 
deception in which a salesman comes 
to your door and deceives you right 
before your eyes, 

One of the oldest of these 
schemes---and one which victimizes 
an untold number of persons--- 
involves the line, “I’m working my 
way through college.” Don’t be taken 
in by it. Many of these ‘‘students”’ 
earn more than $200 per week and 
go to a college campus only to sell 
more magazines. 

Just as fraudulent is the salesman 
who tells you he’s working on a point 
system and will win a college scholar- 
ship if he earns enough points, The 
only points he's earning count not 
toward his education but toward a 
company bonus. 

As consumers become more 
sophisticated, so do the schemes used 
to separate them from their money. 
In one new scheme, a magazine sales- 
man begins by asking his prospective 
customer if he’s interested in civil 
rights. If the customer says he is---and 
most do---then the salesman is quick 
to tell him a unique way in which he 
can help the civil rights movement--- 
by buying magazines. 

If the customer buys his mag- 
azines, the salesman says, the pro- 
ceeds go to a scholarship fund for 
young Negro men and women or a 


CURRENT AFFAIRS 
Free To Teachers 


MEDFORD, Mass. --- An_in- 
novative program designed to 
intergrate current national and inter- 
national affairs into the traditional 
secondary school social studies 
curriculum has been developed by 
Tufts University’s Lincoln Filene 
Center for Citizenship and Public 
Afairs and Newsweek magazine’s 
Education Division. 

“Current Affairs and the Social 
Studies,” which will be offered free 
of charge to teachers in the nine 
northeastern states (New England, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania) beginning in September, in- 
cludes a 20-minute film and a 
50-page teacher's manual. 

The governing process is the 
central framework of the teaching- 
learning program, It links present-day 
issues and crises -- as reported in 
major magazines and metropolitan 
newspapers -- to those of the past. 

Dr. John S. Gibson, director of 
the Center who devised the program, 
reports, ‘We feel that students are 
genuinely concerned about the 
hational and international issues to 
which they are daily exposed by the 
media -- events which they realize 
have a direct impact upon their lives 
today and tomorrow, 

“The contemporary activism of 
young people reflects a desire to be 
involved in the political, social, and 
economic affairs which deeply in- 
fluence their lives, 

“Therefore, we should be as con- 
cerned about teaching the ‘here and 
now’ as history as for courses which 
often repeat segments of the past in a 
dreary and irrelevant manner, 

“Instead of giving a few minutes 
here and there to current affairs (or 
current events) as has been the 
custom," says Gibson, “‘it is time for 
teachers to realize the importance 
and relevancy of weekly news mag- 
azines and newspapers as regular sup- 
plements to the daily social studies 
curriculum, Our program takes 
advantage of these obvious in- 
structional tools.”

In order to obtain accurate 
information about the causes of 
brain damage during the peri- 
natal period, NINDB_ orga- 
nized a long-term Collaborative 
Perinatal Project. In this study, 
15 medical centers throughout 
the Nation are working together 
With NINDB in collecting 
and analyzing information on 
50,000 mothers and their babies 
from early pregnancy through 
Jabor and delivery, and into 
childhood. 

Grantees of NINDB are fol- 
lowing up babies who have had 
exchange blood transfusions as 
part of the treatment against 
kernicterus. This may provide 
guidelines for future handling 
of infants threatened with 
brain damage. 

An NINDB-sponsored scien- 

tist discovered a simple test for 
PKU. If this test is positive, a 
diet with greatly reduced 
amounts of phenylalanine may 
prevent permanent damage to 
the brain. If PKU is permitted 
to remain unrecognized even 
for a relatively brief period in 
early infancy, irreparable men- 
tal retardation may result.
